To  His  Excellency, 

Samuel  V.  Stewart, 

Governor  of  Montana. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  170,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana 
of  1907,  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  State  Auditor  for  the 
fiscal  years  ending  November  30,  1919  and  November  30, 
1920,  respectively,  showing  the  condition,  in  tabular  form,  of 
the  various  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  disclosing 
revenues  and  expenditures  during  the  period  named. 


Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  on  January 
6,  1919,  I  found  in  operation  an  obsolete  system  of  records 
and  accounts  embracing  the  financial  affairs  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  which  gave  no  indication  of  change  or  im- 
provement during  the  past  thirty  years.  I  immediately 
began  formulating  a  plan  of  operation  to  remedy  this  un- 
satisfactory condition,  believing  that  the  financial  transac- 
tions of  a  state  involving  approximately  ten  million  dollars 
annually  merited  a  business-like  and  uniform  system  of 
accounts. 

After  a  thorough  general  survey  of  existing  conditions, 
on  March  1,  1920,  I  caused  the  installation,  under  the 
supervision  of  State  Accountant  R.  J.  Lemert  and  Deputy 
Auditor  W.  A.  Logan,  of  a  new,  modern  system  of  records 
and  accounts  which  has  proven  an  economy  in  time  and 
finance  in  conducting  the  business  of  this  office. 

The  new  system  accords  with  that  in  the  office  of  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  conforms  with  the  State  Budget 
System,   and   has    been    approved    by    the    State    Examiner. 


The  State  Treasurer's  office  is  also  arranging  its  records 
and  accounts  to  harmonize  with  those  of  this  office,  thus 
insuring  uniformity  in  these  four  Departments  of  State, 
which  constitute  practically  the  entire  financial  regime  of 
the  State. 

The  General  accounts  of  the  State  are  divided  and  class- 
ified by  State  Budget  procedure,  as  follows: 

1.  General  Administration. 

2.  Supplemental    Activities.    Including   Educational 

Systems. 

3.  Physical  Plant. 

4.  Dormitories  and  Subsistence. 

5.  Income. 

6.  Current  Assets. 

7.  Liabilities. 

8.  Surplus — State  of  Montana. 

FIXED  ASSETS  AND  CURRENT  ASSETS  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  above  classification  of  accounts,  as  it  is  almost 
impossible  at  present  to  set  up  an  account  covering  such 
assets. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  by  the  forthcoming  Legislative  Assembly  for  the 
appraisement  of  State  property,  inclusive  of  lands,  buildings 
and  equipment,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  true  and 
fixed  value  of  assets  to  be  included  within  the  accounts  of 
the  State. 

In  the  submission  of  this  report,  the  form  of  tabulated 
statements  employed  will  be  found  similar  to  those  of  the 
last  Biennial  Report  of  the  State  Auditor,  for  the  reason  that 
the  first  eighteen  months  of  the  period  covered  herein  includes 
that  portion  of  my  incumbency  during  which  the  system  in 
vogue  at  the  time  of  my  accession  to  office  was  used,  pend- 
ing the  completion  of  the  present  system. 

The  State  Budget  which  will  undoubtedly  be  submitted 
to  you  and  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  which 
will  convene  January  3,  1921,  has  been  prepared  with  the 
view  of  furnishing  classified  and  detailed  information  to  the 
Legislature,  the  heads  of  the  several  State  Departments, 
bureaus,    offices,   commissions   and   institutions   and    to   the 
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citizens  of  the  State,  and  in  view  of  the  comprehensiveness 
of  the  Budget  Report,  I  shall  endeavor  to  avoid  the  expense 
incident  to  duplication  of  statistical  information  contained 
therein,  and  disclose  only  total  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  each  fund  and  appropriation. 


In  December,  1916,  the  then  State  Auditor  drew  sug- 
gestions which  he  subsequently  submitted  to  the  State 
Legislature  of  1917,  in  which  he  urged  placing  the  Highway 
and  Livestock  Commissions  upon  a  strict  appropriation  basis 
similarly  to  other  State  Departments. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  renew  the  suggestion  of  my  pre- 
decessor, and  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Highway 
Commission,  Livestock  Commission,  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board,  and  Departmental  subdivisions,  such  as  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Administration  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  under  his  supervision,  and  the  Corporation  Income 
Tax  subdivision  of  the  State  Treasurer's  Office,  be  granted 
a  fixed  and  definite  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  their 
respective  employees  and  the  expense  of  the  operation  there- 
of. 


Section  170,  subdivision  3,  of  the  Revised  Codes  of 
Montana  of  1907  provides: 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  state  auditor:     *     *     * 
"3.     To   accompany    his   biennial    reports    with 
tabular    statements,    showing:    First,    the    amount 
of  each  appropriation  for  the  two  preceding  fiscal 
years,   the   amount   expended,    and   the   balance,    if 
any.      Second,    The    Amount    of    Revenue    Charge- 
able to  Each  County  for  Such  Years,  the  Amount 
Paid,  and  the  Amount  Unpaid  or  Due  Therefrom." 
No  account  has  ever  been  commenced  upon  our  records 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  although 
an   effort   is   now   being   made   to   place   in   operation   these 
provisions. 

The  State  Examiner  and  the  State  Bankers'  Association 
have  recommended  the  examination  of  the  records  of 
counties,  cities  and  school  districts  by  the  State  Auditor.     I 
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concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Examiner  for 
the  reason  that  this  office,  as  in  many  other  states,  is 
the  Department  which  should  properly  conduct  such  ex- 
aminations; and  in  this  manner  a  closer  co-operation  be- 
tween the  State  and  the  several  counties  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  Section  170  may  be  had. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  further  recommend  the  ex- 
amination of  all  records  and  accounts  of  State  Officers, 
commissions,  bureaus,  boards  and  departments  by  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Accountant. 


Taxation  and  Revenue. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  immediate 
action  of  effective  remedial  nature  be  taken  during  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing the  state's  revenue  by  a  readjustment  of  the  present 
methods  employed  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  operation  of 
the  State  Government,  and  to  eradicate  the  indebtedness  ac- 
cruing March  1,  1921,  of  approximately  $2,045,369.72,  with 
which  the  state  is  confronted  at  the  commencement  of  the 
next  appropriation  year,  exclusive  of  appropriations  which 
must  necessarily  be  granted  for  the  maintenance  and  ex- 
pense of  operation  of  the  State  government  and  institutions 
during  the  biennium  ending  February  28,  1923. 

I  would  therefore  suggest,  for  your  consideration  and 
that  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  about  to  convene,  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

1.  That  the  system  of  taxation  employed  by 
the  various  counties,  insofar  as  that  system  and  the 
present  manner  of  taxation  directly  affects  such 
counties,  remain  in  statu  quo,  and  that  the  basis  for 
computation  of  such  county  taxes  continue  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  they  have  heretofore  conducted 
such  operations. 

2.  That  the  State  of  Montana  levy  a  separate, 
single  General  Fund  tax  of  two  mills  for  the  year 
1921,  and  a  separate,  single  General  Fund  tax  of 
one  and  one-half  mills  for  the  year  1922,  collectible 
and  transferable  to  the  State  Treasury  as  hereto- 
fore (i.  e,  through  the  medium  of  the  taxing  offi- 
cers of  the  several  counties)    upon   the  total,   true

value  of  all  taxable  property  within  the  State;  the 
total,  true  value  of  such  property  being  estimated  at 
this  time  at  the  sum  of  $1,650,000,000.00,  which 
would  return  to  the  State  the  sum  of  $5,775,000.00, 
a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  operation  dur- 
ing the  coming  biennium,  plus  the  estimated  accru- 
ing indebtedness  as  of  March  1,  1921.

My  estimate  of  revenues  which  will  accrue  to  the  General 

Fund  of  the  State  through  avenues  other  than  that  of  the 

direct  tax  hereinabove  suggested,  is  as  follows: 

For  the  year  1921 $750,000.00 

For  the  year  1922 800,000.00 

The  revenue  thus  derived  will  be  collectible  by  the  State 
from  insurance  fees,  corporation  license  taxes,  state  inheri- 
tance taxes,  private  car-line  licenses,  county  licenses,  county 
inheritance  taxes,  and  other  miscellaneous  items.  The  Gen- 
eral Fund  Tax  hereinbefore  proposed,  together  with  the  sums 
last  herein  above  set  forth,  are  regarded  by  me  as  sufficient 
to  cover  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  State  Government 
during  the  period  ending  February  28,  1923,  if  properly  ap- 
plied. 

The  estimate  of  revenue  from  Corporation  License  Tax 
for  the  two-year  period  ending  February  28,  1921,  was  ap- 
proximately $1,175,000.00,  which  exceeded  the  actual  income 
from  this  source  by  $543,000.00 ;  the  actual  income  from  such 
tax  for  the  biennium  being  about  $632,000.00. 

If  the  estimate  of  income  and  expenditures  submitted 
by  the  State  Auditor  on  December  29,  1918,  had  been  care- 
fully observed  and  these  figures  used  as  a  basis  for  the  com- 
putation of  appropriations  for  the  current  biennium,  the  in- 
debtedness accruing  March  1,  1921,  would  not  have  exceeded 
the  sum  of  approximately  $1,000,000.00,  instead  of  about 
$2,045,000.00,  which  will  now  confront  us.  The  indebtedness 
of  $1,000,000,00  would  necessarily  have  accrued  by  reason 
of  drouth  and  other  emergency  conditions  of  an  extremely 
unusual  nature  which  have  beset  us  during  the  .  past  two 
years,  lessening  receipts  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund 
from  Corporation  Income  License  Tax  by  $543,000.00;  having 
-also  in  mind  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  subsistence  and 
maintenance  of  State  Departments  and  Institutions. 
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The  appropriations  made  by  the  Regular  Sixteenth  Leg- 
islative Assembly  and  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  that  body 
exceeded  the  State  Auditor's  Detailed  Estimate  of  Income 
and  Expenditures  by  about  $450,000.00. 

I  would  most  respectfully  urge  the  closing  of  the  Insane 
Asylum  Bond  Fund  and  the  transfer  of  the  cash  surplus  ex- 
isting therein,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $223,615.46,  to  the 
General  Fund  of  the  State.  The  purpose  of  this  account  (the 
redemption  of  Insane  Asylum  Bonds)  has  temiinated,  and 
the  sum  above  stated  is  not  available  for  use  without  specific 
legislative  relief. 

I  would  also  recommend  similar  action  relative  to  the 
cash  sui-plus  to  the  credit  of  the  Insane  Asylum  and  Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium  Improvement  Bond  Fund,  in  the  sum  of 
$23,861.22,  which  account  is  in  the  same  condition  as  that 
of  the  one  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

The  accumulation  of  $15,000.00  in  the  State  Examiner's 
Fund  should  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund,  and  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  this  action  be  taken. 

Revenues  derived  from  the  sale  of  licenses,  imposition 
of  fines,  etc.,  have  increased  the  Fish  and  Game  Fund  to 
such  an  extent  that  I  would  recommend  the  transfer  of  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  from  the  fund  last  named  to  the  General 
Fund,  which  may  be  done  without  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  that  Department. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  fact  that 
under  existing  laws  the  fiscal  year  ends  November  30,  in 
the  midst  of  the  taxpaying  period.  This  necessarily  re- 
sults in  needless  confusion  which  could  be  obviated  by  chang- 
ing the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year  from  November  30 
to  June  30,  the  appropriation  dates  to  conform  thereto. 
It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  the  many  reasons  why 
this  should  be  done,  but  I  respectfully  recommend  that  legis- 
lation be  enacted  to  change  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year,  for  all  departments  of  state,  as  above  suggested.
